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O Misapplication of the names of subsections of the genus Car ex 

(Shigeo Akiyama) (1955) 

In his “Carices of the Far Eastern Region of Asia (1955)”, the author pro¬ 
posed subsect. Thunbergiae Akiyama and included in it several subsections, 
formerly established. As the International Code of Botanical Nomenclature 
indicates that the name Thunbergiae is illegitimate, and subsect. Bicornes 
Tuckerm., the earliest name included in this subsection, is to be used. The 
author believes that the type species of the genus is Carex acuta L. (North 
Amer. FI. 18-1 : 10 (1931)), and subsect. Thunbergiae includes the characteristics 
of Carex acuta L., thus subsect. Carex should be used. 

In the same way the author erroneously proposed the name subsect. 
Nervatae Akiyama (Type: Carex nervata Franch. et Sav.) in the same work.. 
The author thinks it is sure that subsection includes the characters of C. 
praecox Christ, (type of the section), so we must use subsect. Praecoces and 
not subsect. Nervatae Akiyama.
